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DETAILED ACTION 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 10/21/03 has been entered. 

2. The declaration filed on October 21 , 2003, under 37 CFR 1 . 1 31 is sufficient to 
overcome the Neev (US 6,402,739 B1) reference. 



2. The allowed claims are 1-12, 15-20, 23-34. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the recitations of the specific 
features of the treatment methods, of claims 1 and 20, including especially the following: 
Regarding claim 1 , the treatment being for a sebaceous follicle disorder, and the preselected 
dermal region having at least one lesion characteristic of the disorder, and applying energy to 
the preselected dermal region in the absence of an exogeneously provided energy absorbing 
material, in an amount sufficient to ameliorate the lesion. 

Regarding claim 20, the treatment being for acne, and the preselected dermal region having at 
least one acne lesion, and exposing the preselected dermal region to a beam of radiation 
comprising a wavelength in the range from 1.3 to 1.6 microns to ameliorate the lesion. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
